GENERAL DIRECTIONS FOR THE 
USE OF DIAMOND TOOLS. 


The tools must be held firmly and fed gradually to 
the wheel. 

A very light cut must be taken. 

The point only of the Diamond must touch the 
wheel; otherwise the setting will be ground away and 
the stone fall out. bh 

The harder a Diamond or Carbon, the more brittle 
it is; jars or blows must be avoided. 

If it is desired to turn or shape a wheel dry, keep 
the tool cool by occasional dipping in water. . 

It is necessary to use some style of rest for the tool. 

If care is exercised, wheels may be turned or shaped 
on their arbors at the ordinary grinding speed. . 

Diamond tools should be used only by experi- 
enced mechanics.
